CHICAGO FLOODED. 


The Recent Deluge Having Most Dis- 
astrous Results, 


Many Basiness Streets Under Water— 
Hundreds of Houses in the Suburbs 
Floating About—The Ralil- 
ways Suffer Severely. 


By Telegrapn to The Times. 

Cuicago, June 24.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The exceptionally heavy 
rainfalls of the past three days have 
again caused quite serious floods in this 
vicinity. The river has risen far above 
its normal height and is running into 
the lake at the rate of four miles an 
hour. The main sewers, being unable 
to get free outlet into it, have clogged 
up and the smaller sewers, unable to 
contain the vast volume of water 
poured into them from the streets, be- 
come clogged, with the.cesult of flooded 


| basements in several portions of the { 
] business district and much damage to 


property. Scores. of business houses 
have six to eight inches of water in 
their basements, and every pecrtion of 
the. city has suffered some damage. 
The floods of two months ago, which 
were then considered phenomenal, 
have been farsurpassed. In the big de- 
partment stores down town today large 
forces of men were kept busy moving 
goods stored in the basements to places 
of safety. Many small sewers have 
burst and the flood coming up through 
the ground has ruined the cedar-block 
paving in many places. The street de- 
partment estimates that it will cost at 
least $35.000 to repair the damaged 
paving. 

Railroads running into Chicago from 
the west report much damage from 
washouts and on most of them trains 
were badly delayed this The 
extreme west end of the city is in some 
parts a lake, and the suburbs lying west 
and northwest’ of the limits have suf- 
fered greatly. 

Farly this evening the north branch 
of the Chicago River rose to such dn ex- 
tent that the water in the vicinity of 
Ravenswood began to flood over the 
banks, with the result that at midnight 
it is reported 1400 houses in that 
suburb are surrounded with water for a 
depth of oneto three feet. The town 
of Cicero is also flooded, many of the 
houses being entered by means of tem- 
porary bridges. Through the streets of 
Austin, this afternoon, water was flow- 
ing several inches deep. Not a base- 
ment escaped the flooding and the 
wooden sidewalks are floating around 
in all directions. The same reports 


| come from Ridgeland, Moreland and 


other suburban towns. The amount of 
damage in the city and tse ype dis- 
tricts cannot be even approximately es 
timated for some days. 

The rainfall here yesterday was 3.08 
inches, and nearly as much fell on each 
of the two preceding days.

After 
being placed in jail he confessed to hav- 
ing outraged and murdered Mamie 
Walsh, a young girl, near Milwaukee 
on Wednesday night, He told the loca- 
tion of her hat and a small pail which 
she carried when last seen. 

e authorities at Milwaukee were 
noti ified and a party started in search of 
the hat and pail. There is little reason 
to doubt that Sullivan is the murderer, 
and if the hat and pail are found in the 
Spot pointed out by him, it is said a 
mob will go to Hillsboro from Milwau- 
kee and attempt to lynch Sullivan.

A Hotel, Several Residences and Other

Free Silver Will be Its Watchword in the 
Campaign. 

Reno (Nev.,) June 24.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}]_ The third party conven- 
tion, composed of advocates of the free 
coinage. .of..silver,..met today. 
Hon. Thomas Wren was temporary 
chairman. In his speech he urged the 
people of Nevada to shake off allegi- 
ance tothe two old parties, and give 
their support éntirely tothe free coin- 
age movement. After the appoint- 
ment of committees a short recess was 
taken, and when the convention reas- 
sembled C. ©. Powniag of Reno was 
elected permanent chairman, 

The platform was then submitted. It 
demands the full remonetization of sil- 
ver and the free andunlimited coinage 
thereof at the present rate of 16 to 1. 
ItC denounces ‘the action upon the

It pledges Presiden- 
tial electors selected by the convention 
to support no man for President who is 
not unqualifiedly in favor of free coin- 
age and confers upon the Silver League 
of Nevada the right to direct the Presi- 
dential electors for whom they shall 
cast their votes. 

The platform was adopted” The 
“Silver party of Nevada’’ was then se- 
lected as the name of the new organi- 
zation. Three Presidential electors 
were chosen and twelve delegates to 
the Omaha convention were ap- 
pointed, after which the convention ad- 
journed till tomorrow.

Regular Meeting ot the Los Angeles 
County Committee. . 

The Los Angeles County World’s Fair 
Committee held their regular meeting 
at the Chamber of Commerce rooms 
yesterday morning. Mr. Forrester oc- 
cupled the chair and Frank Wiggins 
acted as secretary. 
present were Messrs. Wells, Teale, 
Vawter, Klokke, Lukens, Coffman, Dun- 
ham. 


The Standing Committee on Citrus 
Trees and Fruit Trees generally reported 
that they had about all the trees taken 
up that it would do to remove this late 
in the season, but in the fall they had 
promise of a considerable number of | 
-deciduous trees that would be boxed and | 
shipped with the balance of the trees: 
next spring. They also reported the 
trees inthe storage lot as doing well 
and making a fine growth. 

The committee on dried and canned 
fruit and packages for the same re- 
ported that Los Angeles ‘county’s por- 
tion of the display jars were at the dis- 
posal of the committee ready to be filled 
with the display fruit. The same were 
stored in the Chamber of Commerce 
rooms. 

The matter of display jars for do- 
mestic canning was brought up and the. 
cominittee reported that they were un- 
able to find other than the Masog or’ 
Lightning jars, the pattetn of which 
was uncuable for display purposes, 


were the inverted bottle cereal jars, 
which San Diego had adopted for their 
use, Asthetimeis drawing nigh for. 
the canning of apricots the committee 
was instructed to order an invoice of 
this jarimmediately. During the ses- 
sion Braun & Co. sentin a sample jar 
they had just received from the Canton 
Fruit Jar Company, which the commit- 
tee took favorable action upon. If the 
terms are favorable they will order for 
the summer and fall canning season. 

The Cereal Committee reported fav- 
orable progress. The Los Nietos Val- 
ley reported through Mr. Coffman that 
they would take specia) pains to select 
the tallest corn stalks to be found and 
-look after big pumpkins and melons. 

Mr. Teale and Mr. Forrester reported | 
that they, had both secured fine 
specimens of growing grain, and had 
promises of samples of grain as soon as 
threshed. Mr. Klokke reported that 
the honey interest in this county had 
done little or nothing toward making a 
display in this line. He referred to the 
circulars justreceived from Chief Bu- 
chanan, in which he said that the honey 
men could make entries either for this 
crop or the crop of °93, The latter 
would be received between the 15th of 
July and the 15th of August, 1893. 
He supposed that the difficulty was that 
the bees were making very little honey 
this year, and that the bee men would 
enter their exhibits from the crop of 

The Committee on Mines and Mining 
made no report other than ‘the state- 
ment made by Mr. Wells that the State 
Commission. would furnish cases and 


the State building. 

The Committee on Transportation 're- 
ported that the rate on exhibits to the 
World's Fair had been established at 
one-half rate each way.
